Georgia  cotton  acreage  planted  daring  the  past  10  years   (1928-1937) 
has  ranged  downward  from  the  hi^  acreage  of  3,464,000  in  1930  tc    the  low 
point  of  2.164,000  acres  in  1934,  or  a  spread  of  38  percent  from  the  former 
figure.     Redaction  of  acreage  under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion program  largely  accounted  for  the  small  acreage  in  1934,   the  smallest 
since  1877.     In  1933,  when  the  acreage  harrested  was  almost  as  low»  aiiprox- 
imately  697,000  acres  were  plowed  up  under  the  first  cotton  control  program. 

Yield  of  lint  cotton  per  planted  acre  yaried  from  146  pounds  in  1928 
and  151  in  1932  •  both  years  of  hea^y  boll  weeril  infestation  -  to  268  pounds 
in  1937,   the  record  high  yield  for  the  State.     It  is  also  interesting  te 
note  that  the  5-year  ayerage  yield  of  237  pounds  for  the  latter  half  of  the 
10-year  period  was  29  percent  higher  than  the  ayerage  of  184  i>ounds  for   the 
first  5  years. 

Production  daring  the  10  years  was  lowest  in  1932  idien  853,000  standard 
bales  of  500  pounds  gross  weight  were  harrested,  and  highest  in  1930  witli 
1,592,000  bales.     The  5-year  ayerage  (1928-1932)  was  l,3il,000  bales  cos^ared 
with  1,143,000  bales  for  the  following  5-year  period  1933-1937,  idien  the  crop 
control  programs  were  in  force.     . 

It  was  usually  the  case  that  acreage,  yield  and  prodaction  yariad  im 
the  yarious  counties  correspondingly  with  State  changes,  althou^  there  were 
some  exceptions,  especially  in  yield  per  acre. 

Estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  on  census  enomerations  of  1925, 
1930,  and  1935,  certain  data  from  A.  A.  A.    records  for  the  years  1933-1937, 
inclusiye,  and  carrent  reports  from  a  large  coxps  of  crop  reporters  relating 
to  cotton  acreage  in  each  year. 

The  yield  per  acre  estimates  are  based  upon  yields  coc^Tated  from 
acres  and  bales  reported  to   the  census  in  years  of  census  enomeration  and 
upon  current  reports  from  crop  reporters  relating  to  yield  in  each  year* 

Xstimates  of  prodaction  are  based  upon  county  ginnings  reported  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  with  adjustments  made  for  cross-county  laoyeaent 
of  seed  cotton  ginned  outside  the  county  in  which  it  was  produced* 

It  was,  of  course,  necessary  to  harmonize  estimates  of  acreage 
planted  and  of  yield  per  acre  with  estimated  production  in  order  to   secure 
a  series  of  data  that  would  be  consistent  for  both  estimates  of  acreage  and 
of  yield  per  acre.
